from now when wages are lower 
and money is more scarce.”

Progressive leaders attributed 
the opposition to belief that their 
candidates would swing votes 
away from the Democratic slate 
in November. 

Progressive party officials did 
not comment after the board’s 
decision. Secretary of State Ed- 
ward J. Barrett, a Democrat, said 
the ruling was “final.” Many 
Democrats privately expressed ela- 
tion, viewing the outcome as a 
boon to victory chances. 

As it now stands, five parties 
will be on the Nov. 2 ballot. In 
addition to Democrats and Re- 
publicans, they are Socialist, So- 
cialist-Labor and Prohibition. To- 
morrow is the deadline for the 
state certifying board to send offi- 
cial lists of candidates to county 
clerks. 

Basis of Opposition. 

In five days of public hearings, 
objectors to the Progressives con- 
tended the election law require- 
ment of 200 valid signatures in 
each of 50 counties had been met 
in only 41. 

County clerks and deputies from 
23 counties testified that numerous 
signatures were affixed by persons 
disqualified to sign--either be- 
cause they were unregistered as 
voters or because they voted in 
last April’s primary. 

A few hours before the decision 
was announced, Circuit Judge L. 
E. Wilhite cleared Secretary of 
State Barrett of contempt charges 
brought by the Progressives. 
Barrett was accused of ignoring 
a court order directing him to 
turn over a certificate of nomina- 
tion to the board. Barrett, whose 
office handles election filings, re- 
plied that the certificate was not 
in his possession. 

As finally constituted, the board 
consisted of State Auditor Arthur 
C. Lueder and two state supreme 
court justices, Walter T. Gunn of 
Danville, a Republican, and Fran- 
cis ~ Wilson of Chicago, a Demo- 
erat.

STUTTGART, Germany, Sept. 
1 (AP)—A German appeals court 
today acquitted Hjalmar Schacht, 
former German financial wizard, 
of charges that he was a major 
Nazi offender. He was ordered 
freed. 

He had been serving an eight- 
year term after conviction on the 
charge by a Stuttgart de-Nazifica- 
tion court last year. 

Schacht also went free from 
the courtroom at Nuernberg two 
years ago, when Hermann Goer- 
ing, Joachim von Ribbentrop and 
other close associates of Adolf 
Hitler were condemned to die for 
war crimes. 

The appeals court held that 
Schacht’s participation in the Nazi 
opposition movement from 1936 
onward more than outweighed his 
earliér support of Adolf Hitler. 

“None of the civilians who par- 
ticipated in the resistance move- 
ment did more than Schacht,” the 
court ruled. 

The court criticized Schacht's 
early support of Hitler but noted 
that he became an opponent of

whose kindly eye they flourish. 

Only in Peoria is an effective investigation 
going forward. There a grand jury under a spe- 
cial prosecutor appointed by the Circuit. Court 
is striking pay dirt. 

The circuit judges with jurisdiction in Sanga- 
mon or Tazewell, Alexander or Pulaski counties 


can likewise appoint a special prosecutor. 


Rut in the State Police, Gov. Green controls 
agencies which could put the racketeers out of 
business overnight. If he would today issue the 
law enforcement order called for under his oath 
of office, commercialized gambling would stop in 
Illinois tomorrow. 


If the people of Illinois want bookie joints, 
punchboard concessions, and dice and roulette 
casinos, it is their democratic privilege to have 
them—just as they already have legalized horse 
racing with betting at the tracks. They can, if 
they wish, legalize state lotteries such as Cuba 
and Australia have. 


But on the basis of present. democratically 
enacted laws, the people of Illinois do not want 
these things, Without the repeal of the laws 
against them, they should not be permitted. 

So long as they are against the law they can- 
not exist on any considerable scale without 
spawning rival gangs of racketeers, with ac- 
companying beatings, shootings and murders. 
They cannot exist without causing the wide- 
spread subornation of officials sworn to enforce 
the law or without breeding cynicism toward the 
law even to the highest official in the state- 
house. IIlinois today offers copious proof of 
this. 

Too much of the government of Illinois has 
fallen insufferably inte the hands of gangsters 
and grafters. It has to be ransomed back on 
the initiative of citizens’ groups such as those 
which have taken up the challenge at Peoria, 
Springfield, Caire and Mounds. Even the thick- 
est-skinned officials cannot long withstand the 
mounting resentment against cynical inaction.

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Power to the States 

While others bicker over states’ rights, the 
National Governors’ Conference proposes the 
larger question of states’ responsibilities. ts 
executive and tax committees have just called 
on the states to “cease relying on the Federal 
Government to do those things which they can 
do for themselves as well or better.” They want 
Congress to begin cutting federal grants to the 
states, which have more than doubled in the last 
four years, and to abandon those kinds of taxes 
“that can best be used by state and local 
governments.” 

This proposition will appeal to more people 
than the professional states’-righters, for the ex- 
cessive federalism over which Jefferson fought 
Hamilton is still a visible threat to democratic 
institutions, 
growing remoteness of Congress from the peo- 
ple and the growing influence of national vres- 
sure groups. 8

In 1942, the original civic idealism that voted 
in the civil service amendment was still aroused. 
Mr. Stemmler was then a civil service employe 
himself. He took a broad view of the law. To- 
day he holds a political position in the Mayor's 
cabinet. He has motives to raise money to keep 
himself and his chief in office. And he stands 
on 2 narrow interpretation of the law which 
favors those motives. 

Mr. Stemmiler’s 1942 view of voluntary con- 
tributions is realistic and the 1948 view is legal- 
istic. It is an Olympian official indeed who does 
not become more favorably disposed toward 
those subordinates who contribute to his politi- 
eal causes. The civil service amendment bars 
open favoritism and discrimination, but the ad- 
ministrative officiel remains, and must remain, 
the advocate, defender or accuser of his sub- 
ordinates before the separate personnel tribunal. 

He can move to put more responsibility and 
pay into one man's job—and to reduce them in 
another man’s. And when department heads 
play that game, word gets around that it is 
“healthy” to kick into the war chest, whereupon 
the “merit” system becomes a hollow shell. 

Therefore, the spirit of the law frowns on 
voluntary gifts. Mr. Stemmler contends that 
the letter of the law permits them, and hopes to 
have his view upheld by a declaratory judgment. 
If the courts do sustain him, however, the Mayor 


‘and department heads will still be under an un- 


diminished moral obligation to observe the spirit 
of the law. Officials who exercise only the 
minimum restraints which the law requires are 
not friends of the merit system. 

The change in Mr. Stemmler’s attitude, per- 
haps even more clearly than the more serious 
eurrent charges concerning political funds co)- 
lected by pressure on employes, shows that the 
civil service amendment is not operating with its 
original vigor. Unless this fine institution is to 
be allowed to slip further, the whole situation 
must be thoroughly aired and brought to a pub- 
lic showdown, beginning with, but not ending 
with, the investigation of reports that some city 
officials have already stretched the meaning of 
“voluntary” contributions beyond the breaking 


point.

The organization’s support of Truman, hows 
ever, does not mean that it is committed to a 
straight ticket. It is checking the ballots in the 
various states and picking congressional candi- 
dates on their merits. More than one Repubii- 
can will have its support. That is jn the real 
American tradition of intelligent and indepen- 
dent voting. .

LOS ANGELES. 

“California will be found to have more 
oil in its soil than all the whales in the 
Pacific ocean.” 

That promising statement was made in 
1864, at a time when mankind still looked 
to whaling for a major portion of its oil. 
It was made by Benjamin Silliman Jr., a 
Yale professor, who was impressed by the 
exciting discoveries of oil being made in 


California at that time. 


Prof. Silliman and the dogged men who 
scratched for oil in California in the wild 
and woolly ‘70s probably never imagined in 
their wildest dreams what today’s oil men 
are getting ready to attempt. 


Mapping the Ocean Bottom 


Strangely enough, the pioneering petro- 
leum development of today concerns the 
open sea. Out on the bounding main, far 
out of sight of the California coast, major 
oil companies are co-operating in something 
brand new and fraught with stupendous 
problems. . 

They are exploring the ocean floor, 
sometimes 15,000 feet below them, for a 
way to unlock its treasures and tap the 
vast oil deposits which they claim are 
there. They are using high explosives, 
which send back electronic shock waves 
and aid geologists to chart the shoals and 
reefs of Davy Jones land. 

When they finish the great mapping and 
charting project, they are going to start 
seriously probing for oil. How they will 
do it, they do not yet know. 


Methods to Be Found 


Certainly, drilling for oil out on the 
stormy brine and heavy swells of the open 
Pacific is not to be compared with the job 
of drilling offshore in the mild tidelands. 
It is certainly much more of a chore than 


“whipstocking” (drilling slantwise out to 


sea from a point on shore) which is the 
common practice on coastlines. 

The deep-sea oil is much too far out to 
be recovered by any known method, Some- 
thing new will have to be developed. When 
it is, it will make pioneers anew of oil 


have foreseen what is happening now. 
Within a mere 80 years after the first 
atraggling discoveries on its soil, the State 
of California by itself has discovered more 
oil, and used more oil, than the entire 
world had seen in the previous 8000 years 
of recorded history. 

And there is still hope for further re- 
sources on the land, As this is written, a 
brand new field is gushing forth in the 
hot, desertish Cuyama valley, in , the 
Bakersfield region. There, the Richfield 
Oil Co. appears to have hit a genuine 
strike, the first big discovery. in California 
since the Coalinga field in 1939. 

There is excited talk about 2000 and 3000- 
barrel-a-day wells. There is a rush to buy 
land at prices that make oil men think 
back to Breckenridge, Longview and 
Odessa, in the Texas empire. 

There is clean, high gravity oil, at shal- 
low depth and in great quantities. It is a 
great strike; a discovery quite important 
to the economics of the nation.

is Albert B. Marshall of Beaumont in the 
spectacular landscape 70 miles east of Los 
Angeles.

It would be just smart-alecky to say that 
Maude Hutchins should not have moved 
from drawing and sculpting to the type 
Writer. In this book, she does write about 
a genuine if unusual person, a girl who 
seeks lover after lover because never in 
one man does she find a complete realiza- 
tion of that grandfather who so elusively 
shapes her character. : 

Yet what she has written is improperly 
called a novel. It is not really a story, but 
rather an essay about woman and ilove, 
(“The story of a woman must of necessity 
and by definition be a love story: a woman 
knows what comes first and keeps it ahead 
of her: she never confuses occupational 
therapy with primary causes: she doesn’t 
mix her metaphors: she prefers happiness 
to contentment. ..."”) There is the out- 
line of a novel in this book, a thorough dis- 
cussion of a story, its exposition and its 
implications—sometimes written in the 
first person, sometimes in the third, some- 
times even in the second, 

One does not insist on a narrow view of 
the novel form, nor does one slam the door 
on experimentation in writing. It would 
be silly to do so. But the story is the 
thing, no matter how it is told, And un- 
paragraphed page after unparagraphed 
page of “Georgiana” creates the strong im- 
pression that here is writing for writing 
sake, This is too bad because, for the most 
part, it is not good writing.

Zhdanov, like Stalin, was a 
Georgian. An obituary broadcast 
by the Moscow radio said Zhdanov 
was born in Mariupol, the son of 
an inspector of schools. Other 
reports said he was the son of a 
poor village blacksmith in Pskov 
province. 

Zhdanov was a young, obscure 
worker in the upheaval which 
brought the Bolsheviks to power 
in Russia. He came into prom- 
inence with the passing of the 
partys old guard. 

At the age of 16 he became a 
Bolshevik. Three years later he 
came to Moscow to study at the 
Agricultural Institute and contin- 
ued his party activities. 

Mobilized in 1916 for World War 
I. he carried on his Bolshevik 
propaganda among the soldiers 
of the Czar and took part in the 
October Revolution of 1917. 

He rose out of the ranks of the 
Communist party in 1925 when he 
became a candidate to the party’s 
Central Committee. Stalin ap- 
pointed him secretary of the Com- 
munist party in Leningrad in De- 
cember 1934, his first post of top 
importance. There Zhdanov suc- 
ceeded Sergei Kirov, whose assas- 
sination precipitated the series of 
treason trials. 

Two months later he was named 
“candidate,” or alternate, on the 
all-powerful Political Bureau of 
the Communist party, and in 
March 1939, was elected to full 
membership in the Politburo.

When declarer won this trick 
with the club king, he felt as 
sure as he could feel without def- 
inite proof, that the club suit 
would not break, and therefore 
he indulged in some higher strat- 
egy. Going to dummy with a 
trump, he returned a spade, and, 
when East normally played low, 
South put in the jack with an air 
of complete imperturbability. 

West, on winning the trick with 
the spade ace, was completely de- 
ceived. South’s spade play, on 
top of his spade bid, was cer- 
tainly impressive—so West re- 
turned a trump, intent on keeping 
South from ruffing his “fourth 
spade.” This was precisely what 
the declarer had been aiming at. 
He had hoped that the spade hon- 
ors would be divided, as they 
were, and now, when he ran off 
every trump and cashed his two 
heart tricks, East was squeezed! 
If he gave up the spade king, de- 
clarer could cash the spade queen; 
if East let go a club, South could 
run the entire suit. 

The objection may be raised 
that South had a peculiar turn of 
mind to try to steal a contract 
that would have been cold on a 
3-3 club break, but the simple in- 
controvertible fact is that South’s 
analysis of the club situation was 
correct. That being so, his only 
chance was a squeeze play based 
on deception.

THIS AND THAT 

UESTION: Will you please ex- 
Q plain the difference between 

“this” and “that” and “these” 
and “those”? And please avoid 
technical language — grammatical 
terms always give me a headache. 
Mrs. C. G. 

A I never use grammatical 
language if it is possible to avoid 
it. The language of the grammar 
books is what makes English the 
most hated of class-room subjects, 

Generally speaking, “this” re- 
fers to something that is near in 
place or time; “that” refers to 
something that is farther away in 
place, time, or thought. a 

For example, this book (the one 
that I hold in my hand) is more 
interesting than that (the one 
that is on the table across the 
room). This (the column you are 
now reading) is a column about 
word usage; while that (the col- 
umn on the other side of the 
page) is a political article. 

“These” and “those” are simply 
the plurals of “this” and “that”; 
and the usage is exactly the same, 

Examples: These books are 
more interesting than those. These 
articles (the ones that appear in 
this space) are based on words; 
while those (the others which one 
reads) deal with political matters. 

“This” and “that” and “these” 
and “those” are not often con- 
fused. But many of us make the 
error of saying “this here” and 
“that there”; on “these here” and 
“those there.” 

Not, “This here book; that there 
book.” Correct: This book; that 
book; this one; that one. 

Not, “These here books; those 
here books.“ Correct: These 
books; those books. 

Some of us are often uncertain 
about the difference between 
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“they” and “them.” Here is a 


simple rule to follow. 
“They” create the action; the 


action is received by them.“ 
Example. Creating action:

Kenton and Dum Gillespie, whose latest records feature the drum 


played with the fingers. Kenton stars his bongo player, Jack Costanzo, 
on “Bongo Riff" (Capitol); Gillespie's bongosero, Chano Pozo, per- 
forms as creditably, though is not as well recorded on “Manteca” 
(Mon-take-a), which he helped write. Kenton's two minutes-two 
seconds “Bongo” also has interesting brass figures, and Gillespie's 
trumpet shines on his RCA Victor waxing. The Kenton flip is a 
veissue from his first album—“Willow Weep for Me”; Gillespie's other 
one is “Cool Breese,” with more of that entertaining bop singing by 
Dis and “Pancho” Hagood. Woody Herman's newest Columbias are 
the oldie P. I Love You,” sung well by Mary Ann MoCall who 
does a Garah Vaughanish ending, and “My Pal Gonzales,” a trite 
novelty sung by Woody but saved by some fine band work. Also 
Columbia: Frank Sinatra's “Melancholy Baby,” which Bing Crosby 
cut so well for Decca years ago, and “Kiss Me Again,” much smoother 
than Frankie Laine’s recording of it; Toni Harper, the kid singer 
whose “Candy Store Blues” is a hit, pairs “Tabby the Cat,” a novelty 
that fiszled when first shellacked several years ago, and “You're My 
Everything."
